SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JUNE, 1964 


Rainfall: Except for the South West half of the State (extending frorn Waratah through the Derwent Valley to Hobart), anda 
narrow area of the inland East Coast, all areas received normal or above rainfalls. Particularly heavy rainfalls were recorded in 
Northern districts where June readings for some places were the highest for seventeen years. The maximum departure from normal 
was 505 points recorded at Western Junction. The highest total for the month was 1,136 points recorded at Erriba and the lowest 
125 points at Hamilton in the Derwent Valley. 


Temperatures: Generally temperatures were above normal throughout the State. The coldest nights during the month were 
those from 10th to 13th when widespread below normal minimum readings were recorded, with the Central Plateau and Midlands 
areas experiencing temperatures of 12 degrees below normal. The maximum temperature (64°) was recorded at Swansea on 18th of 
the month while the minimum temperature (20°) was recorded at Bothwell on 11th and 12th of the month. 


Crops, Pastures, &c.: Good rainfall in all areas ensured a continuation of good to excellent conditions for crops and pastures. 
There was an abundance of winter feed for stock. The continued wet weather in the North West delayed early canning pea crop sow- 
ing. There was persistent fog with frost in some areas. 
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
